555 majority for Governor and elects a Republi- 
can Senator and two Republicans and a Demo- 
crat Representative in the Legislature. How- 
ard County gives Carpenter (Republican) 1,200 
majority for Governor, ope elects an Anti- 

y Democrat tothe Legislature by 225. 
Dubuque gives Vale 1,413 for Governor, and a 
Republican Senator 499. Jackson County gives 


Vale 764, and a Republican Representative 134. 


Linn County gives Carpenter 543, and elects an 


Anti-Monopoly Democrat to the House. In 


Winnesheik Oounty much all the 
votes (2,300) are said have been for 
Gov. Carpenter, and yet the Legislative tickets 
required 8 close official canvas, electing a Re- 
publican Senator and two Anti-Monopoly Rep- 


resentatives. These are only a few specimens. 


Nor do the State tickets run at all evenly in the 
several counties, there being already noted varia-
